We have bsfore us Vol. 1 No. 39 of 
the Ilopklusvllle Republican, pub- 
lished Saturday Oct. 25, 1828, more 
than 59 years ago. The paper waa 
orlglually mailed to Amos Jones aud 
Is still lu a line stale of preeervalloo. 
The Republican waa a five column 
quarto published by I'eeblesA Kelly, 
at |3 00 per annum if paid lii advance 
or >4 00 at the end of tha year." 

The entire first page Is taken up 
with puliliral matter, excepting one 
quarter of a column devoted to ad- 
vertiscmenlB. The second page ia 
solid reading matter. The third page 
haa two columns of political news 
and three columns of advertiiomonts 
and the fourth page is all reading 
matter excepting two thirds of a col- 
umn. 

rulitirally Ihe paper was an ardent 
aupportcr of Julm t^uincy Adams 
and violently opposed to Andrew 
Jackson, who wu the Democratic 
caiididHle. 

The fullowing extract from the po- 
litical page would Indicate that cam- 
paigns were conducted In those days 
pretty much as they are to-day : 

"The total and entire defeat of the 
Jackson party lu Maryland, Is proof- 
poellive that lying will not auswer 
In a moral and religious community. 
They are down, and so let it aver be 
when office seekera attempt to make 
falsehood and alandar th^ reada to 
promotion." 

In another column Edward Bay' 
don, of Bardatown, pnbllabed i 
lengthy card concerning hie treat 
meat at tba baada of Gea.

tfiita waNt two toaal ItooM in 
the wboto paper. Tha drat la an an- 
uouaeaffleat that Bar. Ml Haydoa 
wonid praaeh attbaUBUariaBcharch 
on Monday evening "at early candle 
light." 

The other la an aeeoant of a dinner 
given In honor of a vialtiBCPolittoiaa 
at which the following toaat, among 
several othare, wu propoeed by M. 
Shaw : "The Tarlif— A gibbet erect- 
ed full high for poor Mordeeal, but 
Uaman will hang thereon. Univeraal 
Justice is interest, and the torlffltee 
will find it ao before 1830." But unfor- 
tunately for coming generations the 
terlifquestlon was not settled by 1830 
and it ia doubtful if it will be settled 
by 1930. It is still alive and kicking 
and promises to be the one Important 
Issue in polillce for yeara to come. 

It Is principally from the advertise- 
insnti, although there are but few of 
them, that we Isarn something about 
the people whose names wara wont 
to appear lu the public printa. Sev- 
eral of the advertisements ware no- 
tices of an ofllciai character, some of 
ihem for Todd, Muhlenberg, Hop- 
kins and Trigg counties.

Y. and A. U. Slaughter gave notice 
of a diHsolulion of partnership, and 
Ileiij. 1'. C'ain|ibell published a notice 
of a bay filly taken up aa an estray 
by him, 15 iiiilea below Ilopklnsville, 
which notice was attested, by Abram 
Stites, county clerk. Patton & 
Wbeatley In a niodeat card inform 
the public that they are "now open- 
ing a very splendid assortment of 
goods," and notifying the public that 
all aocounU "muat hereafter be paid 
in speole^aearraBeyBBaliaBgaa^lBla 
its value:"
